cil met to consider the proposition sub 
mitted by the Bedford Electric Light 
Heat and Power company at the last 
regular meeting, a copy of which ap- 
peared in last week's GAZETTE.

Electric Light company, appeared and 
presented a petition from the qualified 
electors of the borough asking that 
the streets of the borough be lighted 
with electric arc lights, to burn from 
early twilight until midnight of each 
and every night, also a petition signed 
by 275 female residents of the borough 
asking the same of council. The form- 
er petition contained the names of 364 
voters. 


Frank E. Colvin, Esq , appeared for 


the Electric Light company and sub- 
mitted the following supplemental 
proposition to council: 


To the Members of the Borough Council 


of Bedford Morovyh:—1he Bedford Elec- 
tric Light, Heat and Power company hav- 
ing submitted to council a proposition, on 
January 1, 1900, to b'ght the streets of 
Bedford, now submits this modification of 
said proposition, as a part of the original 
proposition, to wit: 


The Electric Light company will furnish 


all labor, repairs, coal and all that is neces- 
sary to run said plant and will pay the 
taxes assessed upon the said company by 
the borough and will keep an accurate 
account of all 
expenditures. At the 


end of the year, the said Electro Light 
company will submit to the boroogh coun- 
cil all bills and vouchers for coal used by 
the company during the year and freight 
paid on same; and also all bills and 
vouchers for carbons used for the arc lights 
used on the streets. If the bills for coal 
•nd freight for the year.together with one- 
half of the taxes assessed against the com- 
pany by the borough and the costs of car- 
bons for the 30 arc lights used by the bor- 
ough, and 125 a month for wages for a man 
to carbon the street lights and keep th-tm 
in repair, do not amount to tl.950, then the 
borough shall be entitled to and shall re- 
ceive a rebate from said sum of $1,930, of 
all in excess of the actual expenses above 
stated; but, if said sums shall amount to 
more than n,950, then the borough shall 
pay only 41,950, as provided in the original 
proposition. 


The said Electric Light company is will- 


ing to stand upon the original proposition 
as submitted; or upon the original proposi- 
tion as now modified, as council may pre-

had a conference with the officials of 
the Electric Light company Tuesday 
evening and reported the result of the 
meeting to council last night. 


As we went to press before council 


met, we were unable to give a report 
of its action in this all-important mat- 
ter; but the consensus of opinion seem- 
ed to be that Bedford would again 
emerge from darkness into light.

On Friday J. G. Shope, cashier of the 


First National bank, Hollidaysburg 
was seriously injured in a runaway ac- 
cident. 


Mrs. Sarah Doron Terry, a charter 


member of the Daughters of the Revo- 
lution, died in Philadelphia on Sunday 
at the age of 108 years. 


A church collapsed on Tuesday dur- 


ing the celebration of a mass in Maloo- 
uzene township, Russia. Nineteen per- 
sons were killed and sixty-eight were 
wounded. 


On Tuesday two ostriches, "McKin- 


ley'' and "Cleveland," engaged in a 
terrific fight in the Trenton, N. J., 
city park, which ended in the death of 
"Cleveland." 


About half of the town of Dawson, 


Alaska, was recently burned and the 
loss will exceed $500,000. Great suf- 
fering will follow, as the cold is in- 
tense and there is little water. 


Three persons are dead and four 


wounded as a result of a duel with pis- 
tols fought in a Frankfort, Ky., hotel 
between David Colson and Ethelbert 
Scott on Tuesday, The trouble arose 
out of an old grudge. 


On Tuesday Capt. J. W. Murphy, 


cashier of the Third National bank,

suicide. It is believed Captain Mur- 
phy was temporarily insane when he 
fired the fatal shots.

William E. English, a son of the 


former Democratic vice presidential 
candidate, from Indiana, and a cap- 
tain of volunteers in the war with 
Spain, has returned to the treasury a 
check for 81,172, sent him for pay for 
his army services, with the statement 
that he would not accept pay for ser- 
vice to his country in time of danger. 


The legislative commission appoint- 


ed to open and compute the returns of 
the last general election for state 
treasurer met for that purpose in Har- 
risburg on Tuesday. Governor Stone 
presided and the returns from the sev- 
eral counties showed the election of 
Col. James E. Barnett.of Washington.

End of Sew County Project. 


From time to time there has been 


talk of forming a new county out of 
portions of Blair and Bedford counties, 
to include the whole of Morrison's 
love. The Hartinsburg Herald, while 
favoring the new county project, with 
Martinsburg as the county seat, quotes 
from the state constitution, which says 
ihat new counties must have 400 square 
miles and not less than 30,000 popula- 
tion, nor shall any line thereof pass 
within ten miles of a county-seat of 
any county proposed to be divided. 
The Herald avers that Morrison's Cove 
is not big enough to make a new coun- 
ty, as it is forty miles long, while 
averaging only five or six miles wide. 
Besides it would run too near the 
towns of Hollidiyburg and Bedford.

i ripe apple into our lap and we were 
bound to meet our new duties as they 
were presented to us. 
Were we to 


eave them, or were we, as the junior 
enator from Indiana (Mr. Beveridge) 
so eloquently told us the other day, 
rnstees under Bod to hold them as a 
>art of our mission to regenerate the 
arth ? 


"I hardly know how to characterize 
he imputation that friends of Agnin- 
aldo on this floor are giving aid and 
omfort to the enemies of this coun- 
ry. I have already said that I con- 
ider the discussion of these resolu- 
ions as of no consequence. It is like 
ailing in a skilled physician after the 
iatient is dead." 
Mr. Vest called attention to the fact 
hat "no man could make a stronger 
tatement against the policy of the 
administration in the Philippines" than 
he senator from New Jersey (Mr. 
Sewell), and he took it for granted 
hat nobody would call in question his 
latriotism-and-loy&lty.to his-country.

We have the bubonic 
plague added to leprosy in Hawaii; we 
have starvation in Puerto Rico; we 
lave unrest and disquiet in Cuba;

ength in the Philippines. Is it trea- 
ion to say this?" 


In conclusion, referring to the Paris 


;reaty, Mr. Vest said: 
"When that 


>reaty was ratified by the senate of the 
United States every senator knew then, 
,s he knows now, that we were paying 
820,000,000 for a war in the archipelago, 
the end of which might come in a 
month and might not come in ten 
years. I simply put before the senate 
and the country this proposition: Are 
we to remain silent, refraining even 
rom ordinary criticism as to the con- 
duct of the war, for fear that we are 
to be denounced as allies of Aguinaldo 
and opposed to the authority of our 
own country?"

The Ship Subsidy Jab—Secretary Oaje

With the New York Banks.

WASHINGTON, January 16.—If 
the 


Republican grumblers in the house 
had nerve in proportion to their dis- 
satisfaction, the McKinley muzzles 
would be quickly thrown aside and the 
house would do some business, instead 
of wasting time, as has been done 
ever since the reassembling of con- 
gress, waiting until the committees 
have prepared some bills in accordance 
with their instructions, as the Demo- 
crats stand ready to help them at any 
time to restore the proper functions of 
the house. They nearly all have bills 
in which their constituents are inter- 
ested, that they would like to get 
action upon, but they dare not move 
without permission. 
When the Re- 


publican floor leader neglects to move 
an 
adjournment promptly enough 


Speaker Henderson prods him by say- 
ing : "The gentleman from New York 
moves that the house do now adjourn." 
As Mr. McKinley's agent, Speaker 
Henderson is out-Reeding Tom Reed 
right along. 


That the Republican leaders do not 


feel sure of their ability to jam the 
ship subsidy job through congress is 
shown by the prescncs in Washington 
of Ex-Senator Edmunds, who has been 
employed, he says, by the shipping in- 
terests, to lobby for the bill. Mr. Ed- 
munds has made elaborate arguments 
>efore the committees of the house and 
senate in favor of the bill, but those 
arguments were not intended for the 
committees, a majority of both having 
been persuaded to support the bill long 
igo by Boss Hanna and his assistant 
pushers. Mr. Edmunds is not a cheap 
man and he would not have been em- 
loyed if his services had not been 
considered necessary. His arguments 
are expected to brace up the weak- 
sneed Republicans who have candidly 
acknowledged themselves to be afraid 
of the ship subsidy bill, as well as to 
urnish texts for the Republican edi- 
ors to preach from. 


Democrats in the house were by no 


means satisfied with Secretary Gage's 
alleged explanation of his relations 
vith two national banks in New York 
city and Representative Sulz3r offered 
a resolution providing for a committee 


f nine to investigate. 
The Republic- 


ans had the resolution referred to the 
ways and means committee, where 
hey can either smother it or fix it up, 
as their orders may be. By the way, 
peaking of Gage and the national 
banks, one of his assistants—Mr. Van- 
derlip—has had the nerve to say that 
ueh letters as the one from a New 
York national bank, calling attention 
o the political status and work of the 
nembers of its board of directors/as a 
reason for demanding favors from the 
ecretary of the treasury, are often re- 
ceived. If Mr Vanderlip's statement 
>e correct, it uncovers a shameful 
itate of affairs, which furnishes the 
itrongest sort of an argument in favor 
of the Democratic contention that the 
United States treasury should be abso- 
utely divorced from the banking sys- 
tem of the country and the Democrats 
n congress should demand copies of 
every such letter received by the sec- 
retary of the treasury, in order that 
the names of these political bankers 
may be known to the people of the 
country. 


Senator-elect Blackburn sp^nt Sun- 


day in Washington, receiving the con- 
gratulations of his friends, but return- 
ed to Kentucky yesterday so as to be 
present at his second re-election, to- 
day, which will be gone through so as 
to leave no room for casting doubt on 
.he legality of his election. 
When he 


comes back to Washington to resume 
lis duties as senator he will be given a 
complimentary dinner, which promises

The friction between General Miles

•eached an acute stage and Miles has 
filed a vigorous protest with Secretary 
Root, in which he asked whether he or 
Corbin was in command of the army, 
and cited instances where Corbin had 
pigeon-holed orders which did not suit 
him, instead of issuing them. 


It seems that one of Boss Hanna's 


chief literary agents, First Assistant 
Postmaster General Perry Heath, has 
also been sharing in the administra- 
tion's financial favor. Last June Perry 
Heath became the largest stock-holder 
.n the Seventh National Bank of New 
York City, of which his brother be- 
came vice president, 
and immedi- 


ately that bank was made the deposi- 
tory for postofflce funds in New York. 
Of course neither politics nor Heath's 
official position had anything to do 
with it. 
Whoever heard of one of the 


Sanna school of politicians working 
3is official position for his personal 
profit? 


If it is true, as stated by the ad- 


ministration organs, that the balance 
sheet of the country will show a sur- 
plus of $50,000,000 for the fiscal year 
ending next July, it seems high time 
that steps should be taken either to 
abolish the irksome war revenue taxes, 
or else to remove the protective duties 
on goods controlled by trusts. It is 
understood, however, that the admin- 
istration is.opposed to either course of 
action. The only hope for the passage 
of the ship subsidy bill, which lies so 
near to the hearts—and pockets—of 
the Republican leaders, lies in the 
possession of an overflowing treasury. 
As long as the war revenue law is on 
the statute books no one is likely to 
make any very violent protest against 
it, but if it is once repealed, it would 
be destruction to any party to re-enact 
it in order to obtain millions to throw 
as bounties to ship builders. 
So there 


is little chance of relief at present. 
Before the summer is over, however, 
the trusts are likely to be put to it to 
preserve the tariff taxes that enable 
them to plunder the people. 


There is something very suggestive 


in the reluctance of the Republican sen- 
ators to permit the adoption of resolu- 
tions of inquiry addressed to the presi- 


dent in reference to affairs at Manila 
The secretary of war, backed by his 
friend, General Otis, asserts that the 
war is over and the islands arc practi 
cally pacified. 
If this be true there 


can no longer be need of a censorship 
over the official reports of our army 
and officers there. If Admiral Dewej 
did salute the Filipino government, the 
country has a right to know it. If 
Aguinaldo did ask for peace two days 
after the fighting began and if Genera 
Otis told him that the war "must go 
on" why should the facts be concealed? 
Yet the senate has recently voted down 
two resolutions respectfully asking for 
information on these points. Surely 
the administration does not fear that 
the admission of the truth would in 
cite those scattered bands of rebels to 
reunite and fight again—especially 
as they must know the facts already. 
Aguinaldo, according to General Otis, 
is so thoroughly whipped that no 
amount of knowledge can be of any 
use to him. If the president is deter- 
mined to give no information as to the 
true state of affairs in the Philippines 
why not adopt the imperialistic remedy 
of dissolving congress when it does not 
agree with him and so end the matter 
for good and all?

disappeared. He is always endeavoring 
to keep his ship in the smooth waters 
of popular opinion—constantly trim- 
ming his sails to catch the breezes that 
carry his vessel along the route marked 
out by public sentiment. All men are 
familiar with his backing and filling 
on the money question. And now the 
furore created by the questionable 
course pursued by his secretary of the 
treasury turns the search-light upon 
another occasion when McKinley re- 
versed McKinley. 


The government at this time has 


3320,000,000 deposited with the national 
banks of the country upon which it 
receives no interest. These institutions 
furnish government bonds as secu 
rity. They collect interest upon their 
bonds and loan the money to their 
patrons at good rates of interest. 


In 13SS President McKinley, then a 


member of congress, severely condemn- 
ed the policy of loaning the government 
money 
v> ithout interest to so-called 


favorite banks instead of using the 
surplus to miuce the national debt 
It is on record that when Grover Cleve- 
land was elected president in ]SS4 there 
was a large surplus in the treasury, 
and none of the outstanding bonds of 
the United States being due, the treas- 
urer liquidated a considerable portion 
of the public debt, the authority for 
this action being based -upon the pro- 
visions of a law attached to an appro- 
priation bill passed in 1SS1. This pro- 
ceeding, however, placed the govern- 
ment in the position of a bidder for its 
own bonds in competition with the 
market, thus enhancing their value. 
This condition of affairs induced the 
secretary of the treasury to ask the 
national legislative body for more ex- 
plicit authority to act in the premises. 


In tbe Congressional Record of the 


Fiftieth congress, February 29, 1S3S, 
may be found a speech delivered upon 
the floor of the house by Congressman 
'William MeKinley, of Canton, 0., and 
in that address appears the following 
paragraph: 


"When we adjourned we lefthim full 


power to pay it (the surplus) out, and 
I wish some friend of the administra- 
tion would explain why he did not do 
it in the only straightforward, logical, 
business-like way—that is, by paying 
the debts of the government and saving 
the interest, charge, which rests so 
heavily on the people. Instead of doing 
that, the administration prefers anoth- 
er way. It prefers to use the banks as 
a means of putting it in circulation." 


And then 'William of Canton endeav- 


ored .to place the seal of public condem- 
nation on this bank gift policy by ut- 
tering the following philippic: 


"Nearly 859,000,000, as I understand, 


of the surplus money that ought to be 
In the treasury to-day, the secretary 
having refused to pay it out to govern- 
ment creditors, is now out among the 
banks, held by them, they giving to 
the government bonds as security for 
the deposit; and they are getting it 
without interest. They have the sur- 
plus money of the treasury in their 
own hands, and they collect the accru- 
ing interest on the government bonds 
which they have deposited as security, 
when, if the administration had used 
the 559,000,000 and bought a corres- 
ponding amount of bonds with that 
sum, those bonds would have been 
canceled, and the interest on that sum 
would have been stopped. 
And 1 


charge here to-day that the president 
of the United States and his adminis- 
tration are solely responsible 
for 


whatever congested condition we have 
in the treasury, and whatever alarm 
prevails about the finances of the 
country. Every dollar of it would 
have paid a dollar of the government 
debts if the secretary had wisely exer- 
cised the discretion given him by law. 
What does a man do who has got a 
surplus balance in the banks and has 
outstanding debts bearing interest? 
He calls in the evidences of those debts 
and pays them off with his surplus 
deposit. 
That is what a business 


man would have done and that is what 
a business administration would have 
done; and we would have had $50,000,- 
000 less of interest-bearing bonds in 
circulation to-day if the president had 
followed the way blazed for him by 
the Republican party." 


President MeKinley, as chairman of 


the committee on resolutions at the 
Republican national convention of 
1888, had incorporated in the platform 
of his party a resolution denouncing 
"the Democratic policy of loaning the 
government money without interest to 
pet banks." As Mr. McKinley places 
the responsibility of Secretary Fair- 
child's action upon the shoulders of 
President Cleveland, of course he will 
not refuse to '-take up the burden" 
his accredited agent, Secretary Gage, 
uas created. 
Rather than purchase 


bonds at an extortionate premium, 
President Cleveland's secretary of the 
treasury deposited 859,000,000 in the 
banks without interest.

McKinley's secretary of the treasury 
has placed 5120,000,000 in favored in- 
stitutions instead of buying bonds, as 
Mr. MeKinley

GOLDEN TEXT.—"Prepare ye the way of 


the Lord. "—Luke 3:4.

ian how to enrl it. But when the 
president says, rn he did at Pittsburg, 
'The first blow */as struck by the In- 
surgents," and his newspapers defend- 
ers repeat that statement dally, It Is 
w«ll to rememebr the contrary state- 
ment made by General Otis In a report 
to the president dated Feb. 4,1S99. He 
said: 


'Firing upon the Filipinos and the 


killing of one of them by the Ameri- 
cans, leading to returning flre. The 
chief insurgent leaders did not wish 
to open hostilities at that time." 


A letter from an American volunteer 


has been published, in which he claim- 
ed the honor of firing the shot on our 
picket line which brought on the first 
engagement. 


But be this as It may, the stopping 


of the war, which Admiral Dewey and 
General Ludlow unite in deplorine, is 
now tbe main concern of all true 
Americans. 
A way to do this with 


honor is suggested by an army officer 
at Manila in a letter to The Evening 
Post, which vouches for him as one 
who "fought all through the civil war 
and the Cuban campaign." He says 
of the conflict in the Philippines: 


"This war is a wicked war, and Is be- 


ing waged in a wicked way. All the 
blood that has been shed since May 1, 
1898, is on the head of some one, and 
will rise up in the judgment against 
him." 


And he advises that we say to the 


Filipinos: 


'We destroyed the Spanish fleet and 


drove the Spanish army from Manila 
as a war measure against Spain; that 
having been accomplished, we became 
responsible for the protection of life 
and property on these islands. We did 
not then believe you were capable of 
doing this We have since learned that 
Admiral Dewey was right when he said 
you were far superior to the Cubans 
and capable of self government. We 
desire that you shall establish a gov- 
ernment that will protect life and prop- 
erty. "We will aid you in doing this, anil 
when you have accomplished it we will 
withdraw."

Which Tell of Snnta Claua' Visit-Tile Secret 


of Re»t—The Boer War a Series of 


tiraad Mistakes.

NEW YORK, January 16 —The holiday 


season is ended .and the shattered rem- 
nants of Santa Glaus' bounty cover the 
house from cellar to roof, and now we 
settle down to the dull reality of our 
everyday life and ask ourselves "What 
next?" It is well that occasionally we 
turn aside from our usual occupations 
and seek that forgetfulness, with its 
gain and its losses, which go to make 
up the sum of our brief and uncertain 
life. One body of men stands aloof to 
watch the chances of success and 
another the chances of failure, so it is 
not astonishing that we should seek 
some little recreation in payment for 
the dark hours we have experienced 
through the failure of the most prom- 
ising speculations that we bad nurtur- 
ed for years, where ill luck followed 
us from start to finish. 


When I look upon these shattered 


fragments of castles, elephants, sol- 
diers, rabbits and all sorts of curious 
things that Santa Claus has left be- 
hind him, I ask myself: 
"Has this 


ruin paid us? Why, yes, a thousand- 
fold. " 


If we have lost money we have gain- 


ed in experience. Its history can be 
read on the P. and L. side of the ledg- 
er. No nation ever rose to greatness 
that frowned on children's enjoyments. 


One day I was on my way from New 


Yo-k to Albany. In front of me sat 
Chancellor Walworth, one of the mosl 
learned lawyers of his time. He was 
reading a yellow colored novel from 
which he seemed to derive the most 
intense amusement. 
The work was 


"Jack the Giant Killer." 
I said: 


"Why, judge, is it possible you cao 
derive either entertainment or knowl- 
edge from that book?" 
"Yes," here- 


plied, "I do derive amusement from 
this book, though I believe I have reaj 
it before a hundred times." The secret 
of reat for a tired mind does not depend 
on doing nothing; itis rather in occu- 
pying the mind with a different train 
of thought, from that comes rest abso 
lute and perfect. "While I occupy my 
mind with D-jmbey & Son or any of the 
popular stories of the day," he declared 
that the relaxation he received from 
them was richer for him than Golconda 
jewels or Ophir's ore. 


I have in my mind's eye one of for- 


tune's favorites, young, handsome and 
rich, but seeking rapid elevation. He 
sacrificed them all and at the age of 
thirty-five he died a wretched mental 
wreck. 


It is for this reason, I suppose, that 


New York crowds it theaters and con- 
cert halls while many of its churches 
are empty. 
It costs from 510,000 to 


813,000 to raise the curtain on a grand 
opera, and Jean de Eeszke, the impe- 
rial tenor, receives for his services 
three times as much as the president 
of the United States. Our amusements 
and our drinks cost four times as much 
as the entire expense, of our national 
government, with its army and navy 
on a war footing, with its postal de- 
partment, department of agriculture, 
the department of the interior, em- 
bracing patents and the care of the 
Indians.

By the way, now 
that I think of it, when I read the ac- 
count of the Boers shelling Ladysmith 
two or three miles away, it reminded 
me of a story that I once heard of the 
celebrated Sir Boyle Roach. Captain 
Terrence Mulligan, of the Queen's Own, 
had been publicly insulted by a friend 
of Sir Boyle's while sitting at the gam- 
bling tables of Monte Carlo. 


The laws against duelling were so 


severe in this petty principality that 
it rendered a challenge impossible. 
So at a meeting of the friends of the 
rivals it was agreed that the duel 
should take place in Ireland among 
the hills of County Wicklow or Phoenix 
park. It was in a secluded spot in 
Phoenix park, on a bright summer's 
morning, June 5, 1810, the rivals met. 


They were accompanied by a few 


.friends and a couple of carriages (each 
had a doctor), who were quietly wait- 
ing to carry off the wounded or the 
slain. 
The ground had just been 


paced off, the pistols examined, when 
one of the enemy's seconds approached 
Sir Boyle, saying as he held out his 
hand: 
"Sir 
Boyle, I have a great 


favor to ask of you." 
"The favor is 


granted before it is asked," said Sir 
Boyle, gallantly, "for no gentleman 
would ask of another gentleman 
worthy of the name of gentleman on 
such an occasion as this for a favor 
that another gentleman might not 
grant. What is it, sir ?" "Well, Sir 
Boyle, your doctor knows that my 
principal has been a very sick man 
and at the present moment he can 
hardly stand alone; the favor I desire 
is this: You see that milestone on the 
side of the road, and as nobody is al- 
lowed to touch him, when the ground 
has been paced off, I desire that he 
may be allowed to lean against that 
milestone." "With all my heart, cap- 
tain; I am delighted to grant him that 
favor; and now, captain, I have a 
favor to ask of you, which I know you 
will be delighted to grant." "Indeed 
I will, sir," the captain replied. 
"And 


that is that my principal be allowed 
to lean against the other milestone 
jast one mile away." The 
whole 


party, seeing how ridiculous the affair 
was, burst into a roar of laughter and 
the duel was declared off and no blood 
shed to mar the beauty of that bright 
summer morning. 


The strikes that rule the land are 


ever before us. We have seen cars 
blown up in the streets of Cleveland 
endangering human life and the de 
struction of property—and until the 
two contending parties come to a bet 
ter understanding there will be no 
such thing as peace. The working 
man expects to see his party receive 
justice, and he should have it. Tha 
justice will never be granted him 
until he sees the life and property o 
others 
secured: 
Those 
who are 


fomenting disturbances in every cit; 
in the land forget that in simples 
forms of justice lie the preservation o 
that liberty which our fathers, ou 
Brothers and our sons shed their bea 
blood to secure. The strong hand o 


honest power must act in their behalf, 
must, shield them in the struggle for 
life and liberty. 


It looks now as if this Boer war on 


the Dark Continent was a series of 
grand mistakes. 
If the people can 


once be convinced, there will be no 
attempt on England's part to sacrifice 
either liberty or life. The Austral- 
ians have as large a liberty and life 
and property are as secure as any 
Briton in the British Isles or in any of 
the colonies she has planted around 
the wor'.d. We have our own troubles, 
quite as much as we can attend to 
well. Our main fault is that we don't 
tike sufficient rest, when every part 
of our country business is done with a 
mad rush that kills. 
Chief Justice 


Taney said: "I have law more than 
sufficient for my happiness; it follows 
me to ray bedside; it stands watching 
for me when I wake in the morning; 
;t grips me in the night as if bent on 
murder, aad depend on it, young man, 
the most profitable labor is that which 
banishes these visions from the brain." 


Chancellor Kent, the greatest legal 


authority that this country has ever 
inown, had one invariable rule of life 
It was this: Never to let his amuse 
ments and his legal work interferr 
with each other.

FOR BETTER ROADS. 


Proper Snpervlwlon. Tnxes Pnisl In 


Money anil Wide 1'lre.i. 


There is great need in this statn 


of more Intelligent and experienced 
road engineers aud-supervisors, so as 
to avoid a wasting of money aud labor 
in carrying out worthless plans for 
work. Our people should realize that 
the building of good public roads re- 
quires as much training and experi- 
ence as does the building of railroads, 
said Governor Kussell of North Caro- 
lina. The system of compulsory labor 
on public roads lias been abandoned in 
most enlightened countries. 
In our 


state it is questionable whether we are 
in a position to adopt any uniform sys- 
tem upon this subject because of the 
wide variance of the conditions exist- 
ing in the different localities. 


In some places the property holders 


are able to bear the road tax, and tlie 
circumstances surrounding them pre 
such as to make it to their interest to

do away with the compulsory system. 
In other localities perhaps the road tax 
would amount to snch a hardship as to 
make it impracticable. 


The plan of employing short term 


convicts on the roads has proved eco- 
nomical and satisfactory in a number 
of counties in this and other states, 
and the system could be well extended. 
In several states even the long term 
convicts have, with satisfactory re- 
sults, been employed in quarrying and 
crushing stone for macadamizing pub- 
lic roads, and the material thus pre- 
pared has been sold to the various 
counties and municipalities at the ac- 
tual cost of preparing it, thus reducing 
its cost one-half or two-thirds. 
Of 


course no amount of legislation will of 
itself radically change the existing 
conditions, but perhaps laws providing 
for the working of the public roads 
may be enacted so as to stimulate and 
direct better work in this direction. 


It is coining to be generally recog- 


nized that the use of wide tires on all 
wagons and other draft vehicles will 
greatly aid the keeping of public roads 
In better condition. 
In a number of 


states laws have been enacted encour- 
aging the Introduction and use of these 
wide tires, and the results there are 
said to be highly satisfactory. It is de- 
sirable that legislation looking in this 
direction should be enacted in North 
Carolina. 


WATER BREAKS. 


Proper IVny <o PreTent Washonta on 


Hillsides. 


In order to prevent the washing out 


of earth roads on hills, it sometimes 
becomes necessary to construct water 
breaks—that is, broad, shallow ditches 
arranged so as to catch tlie surface wa 
ter and carry it each way into the side 
ditches. 
Such ditches retard tralh'c to 


a certain extent and often result In 
overturning 
vehicles. 
Consequently 


they should never be used until all oth- 
er means have failed to cause the wa- 
ter to Bow into the side channels. Nei- 
ther should they be allowed to cross 
the entile width of the road diagonally 
but should be constructed in the shape 
of the letter V. This arrangement per- 
mits teams following the middle of the 
load to cross the ditch squarely anil 
thus avoid the danger of overturning 
These ditches should not be deeper than 
is absolutely necessary to throw the 
water off the surface, and the part in 
the center should be the shallowest. 


Unfortunately farmers aud road mas- 


ters ba^e a fixed idea that the one way 
to prevent hills, loug and short, from 
washing is to heap upon them quanti- 
ties of those original tumular obstruc- 
tions known indifferently as "thank 
yon-ma'ams," 
"breaks" 
or

mocks," and the number they can 
squeeze in upon a single hill is positive- 
ly astonishing.

AGRICULTURE UP TO DATE. 


Point* From Secretary Wllgon'a lle- 


purl For ISUU. 


Much work lias been undertaken on 


behalf ol tobucco, looking to as wide 
a substitution as possible of home 
grown for Imported product, by im- 
proving the quality of the former. In- 
teresting investigations 
as 
to the 


causes affecting flavor and aroma are 
being carried on. 


Prom a study of the imports of Den- 


mark, especially o£ American grains 
and oilcake, the secretary concludes 
strongly against a policy which steril- 
izes our lands at the same time that 
it supplies other countries with the 
means of producing meats and dairy 
products for foreign markets which 
we could ourselves supply. 


The interesting fact is noted that the 


tea gardens at Sumincrville produced 
3,(iOO pounds of tea the past season. 
Irrigation experiments, improvement 
of varieties by importation and by 
hybridization, are indicated as impor- 
tant stops to be studied. 


In regard to public lands the secre- 


tary deplores tlie ill results of inju- 
dicious grazing due to the indifference 
of the occupiers under the present sys- 
tem. 
He advocates leasing in large 


areas and for a sufficient time to in- 
vite improvement and suggests that 
the revenue from such leases might 
be turned over to the states for edu- 
cational purposes or irrigation. 


Of tlie abandoned farms of New 


England he says that they are not 
abandoned on account of sterility; that 
they will be studied by the soil physi- 
cist, agrostologist and the forester, 
and the valuable suggestions resulting 
from their studies will be distributed 
throughout New England. 


The secretary discusses the subject 


of irrigation at considerable length, 
giving strong reasons for a general 
study of the wliole subject. Ho points 
out the wide difference in laws and 
methods pivvniliug in tlie different 
states dependent upon irrigation and 
states that most important rivers have 
strc.ims biipplyinjj Irrigation to half a 
dozen stales. 
Inevitably, under these 


circumstances, diflerences will arise 
calling for legislation by congress, 
which should, therefore, be put in 
possession of nil the faets affecting 
this important subject as early as pos- 
sible. He also points out that the use- 
fulness of this investigation is by no 
means-limited to the arid region, but 
that irrigation could be profitably em- 
ployed in lnr?o areas in the eastern 
and southern states. 


Our Imports of oranges, lemons, co- 


coauuts, bananas, and especially cof- 
fee, of which in 1S9S we imported over 
.$03,000.000 worth, could, in large part, 
be produced in Porto Rico. The secre- 
tary especially recommends experi- 
ments in the production of India rub- 
ber, for which we arc now largely de- 
pendent upon Brazil.

POSITIONS IN SLEEP. 


Ho\v Vlotlmi of ingonmla May Woo Sweet 


Slumber. 


Positions that woo sleep In victims 


of insomnia is an interesting study 
made by a well known metropolitan 
physician. 
Whitman 
V. White 
of 


Brooklyn. 
Dr. White is a specialls 


on nervous diseases and in a mile 
but emphatic manner scores bis pro- 
fessional brethren for their free admin 
Istratlon of narrotics. 
He denounces 


the practice as unnecessarily taxing 
OB the disorganized systems of insom 
nia patients in many cases. 
In hia 


own experience he has found a simple 
method adequate without weakening 
after effects likely to produce increas 
ed symptoms. 


"Through a study based on the laws 


of physiology in human anatomy ex 
tending over a period of a dozen or 
more years 1 have learned that under 
certain physical malcondltions," said 
the physician, "the subject may be 
given relief by assuming positions ai 
rest that will from the ease afforclec 
the affected parts serve as a natura 
somnolent agency. It will be readily 
understood that a constrained position 
will tend to prevent natural repose 
while a comfortable one will woo it. 
But what may in uiobt cases seem to 
be a position of ease may in reality be 
the reverse. 


"For instance, a dj'speptic will res' 


more easily lying on the right side for 
the simple reason that in that position 
the food naturally gravitates out of the 
stomach ami into the intestines, while 
if lying on the opposite side that or- 
gan, in its weakened state, has to per- 
form an uphill process of digestion. 
This is amply sufficient to produce in- 
somnia. 


"Lying flat on the back, with the 


limbs relaxed, would scum to secure 
the greatest amount of rest for the 
muscular 
system, whether In 
gooc 


health or illness. Such is the position 
advocated by physicians generally in 
the most exhausting diseases, and 
is hailed as a sign of rapid recovery 
when a patient exhibits an inclination 
to turn on either side. But at the same 
time there are several disadvantages 
in the supine posture which impair or 
embarrass sleep, whether In case ol 
severe illness or ordinary health. Thus 
in weakly states of the heart or blooc 
vessels and certain morbid conditions 
of the brain the blood seems to gravi- 
tate to the back of the head and to ac- 
cordingly produce troublesome dreams. 
I believe that much of that weaken- 
ing delirium which the physician has 
to contend with in treating serious 
maladies is often occasioned in this 
way. 


"In persons who habitually stoop in 


their gait or work, either as a result 
of the requirements of their occupa- 
tion or from the course of their physi- 
cal development, there must necessari- 
ly be some distress 
consequent in 


straightening the spine. 
It may not 


be sufficient to cause pain and yet be 
such a strain as to prevent perfect 
ease. The result Is unconscious rest- 
lessness, which Is the producer of in- 
somnia. 


"People who have contracted chests 


cannot sleep well lying upon their 
backs. This rule applies especially to 
those who have suffeied with pleurisy 
and retain adhesions of the lungs. They 
will find it easier to get to sleep upon 
the right side and that their somnolent 
rest will do them more good if they 
observe this advice. Furthermore, the 
habit of lying on the back is the cre- 
ator of snoring, which much belabors 
sleep and prevents the subject from 
receiving the full benefit of its recuper- 
ating effects. 


"It Is desirable, therefore, in all cases 


to lie on the side, and in the absence of 
special diseases rendering it more de- 
sirable to lie on the weak side, which 
leaves the strong lung free to expand, 
the right side should be chosen. 
A 


glance at any plate of the visceral 
anatomy will show that when the body 
Is thus placed the food in the process 
of digestion is greatly aided In its 
passage from the stomach into the in- 
testines. Here the principle of gravi- 
tation directly applies. Then the fact 
that the stomach doesn't compress the 
upper portion of the intestines is still 
another advantage to be gained from 
lying on the right side when sleep 
wooing ease to the entire human mech- 
anism is under serious consideration. 


"In conclusion, 1 wish to refer to 


some injurious eccentricities, or fads, 
in sleeping which I have observed. A 
wealthy woman once camp to me for 
treatment for bad di earns of the or- 
der commonly called nightmare. 
Up- 


on making inquiry I discovered that 
she was in the hubil of lying at rest 
with her aims thrown tip over her 
head, a position greatly to be deprecat- 
ed, although it ^ ill induce sleep in per- 
sons who have weak lungs 
The cir- 


culation Is thereby made stronger in 
the extremities, and the head and neck 
and muscles of the chest are drawn 
up and relaxed by the shoulders."— 
Philadelphia Times.
